The C. S. Authorities Write to Supt, Muel- 
ler for Informatien. 


The Post-office authorities seem inclined to 
investigate fully the why aud wherefore of 
Dr. Ernst Mueller’s refüsal to receive a letter 
addressed to an insane patient at the 


Asylum. 

In à letter addressed to him on the 18th 
inst. by Joe P. Johnston, Inspector in charge 
at St. Louis, that gentleman says: 

The Honorable Assistant Attorney-General for the 
Post-office Department asks to be advised whether 
J. M. Beecher. now confined in your asyigm, is in 
the esylum after a hearifg duly had before a proper 
court, whereia the question of his sanity was passed 
upon, and it was found by the jury that he was in- 


ne. 

Wr Beecher was committed to the asylam under any 
other regulations please advise me fully concern- 
ing the same, andif possible, accompany your re- 
ply with copies of the law under which he was com- 
mitted. 

Inreply tothis Dr. Mueller informed In- 
spector Johnson that he was not aware that 
Beecher’s sanity had been passed upon by a 
court and jary. 

He was admitted tothe asylum, he states, 
on Feb. 2, 1898, from the City Hospital upon a 

rmit issued by Wm. A. Brennan, then 
ealth Commissioner of St. Louis. 

Beecher is the man who wrote the letter to 
gone Edmunds asking that an investigation 

made into his case, Attorney John u. 
Glover undertook it, and after 
consulting with Beecher was convinced 
that the man was insane and abandoned it. 
Dr. Mueller, Superintendent of the Insane 
Asylum, has refused to receive letters for 
Beecher or other insane patients unless ad- 
dressed to him. He says itis necessary for 
tne protection of both the patients and the 
institution. 

It would appear fromthe above that the 
Government authorities wish to question the 
law under which Beecher was committed. 

The authority as given by Dr. Mueller in 
his communication to Inspector Johnston is 
sec, 338 of the revised ordinances of 1893. 

This provides for the commitment of a per- 
son to the Insane Asylum from the City Hos- 

tal or Poor-house upon the certificate of 
wo phosicians of the Health Department 
that he is insane. 

In addition to this certificate there was at - 
tached to Beecher’s commitment the affida- 
vits of two of his relatives that he was in- 
sane. an
